The Royalists have suffered further 
discouragement on the frontier for 
the Spanish government apparen ly 
decided to@ take active measures 
against them and recently 400 Ro/- 
alists have been disarmed, 

Why Spain Reluctant. 

Spain's reluctance to act against 
the Portuguese Royalists until lately 
has been due to the fact that the Por- 
tuguese Republicans have been cn 
close correspondence with the Span- 
ish Republicans. This the Spanish 
government could not approve, and 
therefore was inclined to let the Por- 
tuguese Republican government fight 
its own battles, 

In spite of these obstacles, the 
Royalists are reported as preparing 
for a second combined incursion into 
Portugal. They will ebe divided int. 
three columns—450 men under Cap- 
tain Couceire, the Royalist leader, 
near Port Tortellohomen; 800 under 
Camacho, near Lindoso, and 260 un- 
der Chagas, near Petoes. These, it 
is said, later will attack Oporto. 

Report of Stabbing. 

There is a report that Captain Cou- 
ceire has been stabbed, but no de- 
tails are given, 

The Diario Nototas publishes a des- 
patch from Abrantes, 80 miles from 
Lisbon, to the effect that last night 
a band armed with rifles and revolv- 
ers was surprised by a military force 
in the act of tearing up the railroad 
tracks. The plan was to derail and 
attack a train. Several volleys were 
exchanged and the Wreckers Dod, 
leaving three dead. 

It is also reported that an attack 
has been made on the Government 
ammunition stores at Barcarena, but 
the soldiers fired upon the attacking 
party, which immediately disap- 
peared.
